GREAT BRITAIN WILL NOT PROTEST 


Until the United t tates Does Something 
Worth Protesting Against u a. 
est Interviews on the Matter. 


Washington, January 31.—It is stated 
this morning hat the report of last night 
that the protest of England against an- 
nexation of Ilawaii by the United States 
would be presenteu today, was premature. 
It was said ut the state department that it 
had no intimation that it would come today; 
but the opinion prevailed that it might be 
expected at any t.me. Dr. Mott Smith, 
Hawaiian iepresentative here, expects 
England to protest and to protest. vigorous- 
ly. He thin cs that there will be a concen- 
tration at Honolula, as rapidly as possible, 
of the naval forces of Englund now in the 
Pacific, for the purpose of making a de- 
monstration. But it is not probable, in the 
opinion of Dr. Smith, that this will affect 
the sentiment of the people in any way. 

There is seemingly no preparation being 
made atthe navy department for sending 
vessels to Honolulu to support the Boston. 
The statement made that 900 marines 
would be sent to Honolulu on the steamer 
Mariposa lacks confirmation at the depart- 
ment. While ibis number of marines, and 
perhaps 100 more, could be mustered for 
foreign service of this character, not more 
than 500 could be conveniently spared. 
Besides, the Mariposa will sail from San 
Francisco tomorrow and it is not possible 
for the department to have more than 300 
men ready ‘efore the hour of departure. 

The flying squadron, consisting of the 
cruisers San Franeisco and Charleston, 
the gunboat Yorktown and the cruiser 
Atlanta are expected at the Barbadoes in 
a few days on their way to this country to 
take part in the naval display next spring, 
and they can easily be reached there by 
telegraph if it is decided to send any of 
them to’ Honolulu.

London, January 31.—Parliament reas- 
sembled today. The attendance in the 
house included neafly all members. After 
the opening exercises the members were 
summoned to the house of lords to hear 
the queen’s speech. A majority followed 
the speaker to the upper house where Bar- 
on Herschnell, speaker of the house of 
lords and lord high chancellor, read the 
speech. There was a brilliant throng of 
ladies to witness the opening ceremonies in 
the house of lords. Both houses adjourned 
until 4 o’clock this afternoon. The follow- 
ing is the queen’s speech: 

My Lords and Gentlemen: My friendly ana 
harmonious relations with all the powers 
continue. Their declarations from every quar- 
ter are favorable to the maintenance of Eu- 
ropean peace. In connection with the ap- 
3 evacuation of Uganda by the 
syitish East Africa Company, I have deemed 
it expedient to authorize a commissioner of 
experience and ability to examine on the spot, 
with adequate provisious for his safety, into 
the best means of dealing with the country 
and to report to the government. In view of 
recent occurrences in Egypt 1 have deter- 
mined — making a slight augmentation in 
the number of British troops stationed in that 
country. This measure does not indicate a 
change of policy or a modification of the as- 
surances my government has given from time 
to time respecting British occupation of 
Egypt.

spector L. L. Williams. Ryan, at night, 
usually sat in an old stationary car, in which 
was a stove, so he could keep warm during 
his watches. Ryan was evidently attacked 
in the car and killed, as blood was found 


dn the floor and seats of the car. The body 


was then pulled out of the car and laid on 
the ground face down about ten feet from 
the car, where it was found this morning 
by Mr. Williams. Ryan was killed by being 
struck on the head several times with a 


ment. There was a deep gash on the back 
of the head and several severe cuts on the 


front of the head. 


The murder was doubtless done 
by two persons, as the tracks of 
two different people were found going in 
fifferent directions from the stable. The 
object of the crime was money. Ryan was 
paid his week's wages of $7 last night and 
he had 75 cents besides which hud been 
given him by a conductor. A $5 bill of the 
money was found lying on the ground near

GREATER ACREAGE THAN LAST YEAR 


Is the Report—Mayor McDonough Talks

Savannah, Ga., January 31.—(Special.)— 
Cotton factors have already begun to bor- 
row largely from banks for this season’s 
advances to cotton planters, being in this 
respect six or more weeks ahead of the 
time at which they usually begin drawing 
on the banks for funds for this purpose. 
This is construed.as evidence that collec- 
tions are still poor and that they are carry- 
ing considerable cotton. Evidences coming 
from all directions of apparent inclina- 
tion on the part of farmers to plant great- 
er acreage than last year and to use fer- 
tilizers heavily, have caused much uneasi- 
ness among factors, who fear another big 
crop and a repetition of the 5 and 6 cents 
prices. They are inclined as a result to be 
careful in advances and this may serve to 
retard the evident intention to plunge into 
another enormous crop. Then the advance 
in the price of fertilizers—$2 a ton now— 
will prevent planters from buying as heav- 
ily as they have shown a desire to do. 

Major Shellman, traffic manager of the 
Central, stated this morning that business 
has not come up to expectations this seas- 
on, cotton shipments slacking up more sud- 
denly than had been anticipated. The 
shipments over the road were more than 
100,000 bales less than last season, which 
means a large falling off in receipts. The 
operating expenses did not decrease pro-

Certifi- 
cates to be signed by T. M. Brumby, sec- 
retary. Address, Marietta, Ga. Agents 
at Birmingham, Ala., Middleton, Tepn., and 
New Albany, Miss., should be instructed 
to honor certificates for return tickets to 
points beyond, when duly executed, if pre- 
sented on or before February 21, 1893.

“We are informed that there is doubt in 
the minds of some representatives of as- 
sociation lines as to whether the rates of 
one fare for the roundtrip authorized by our 
circular No. 1,001 are to be used for mili- 
tary companies only, and, further, that cer- 
tain roads have proposed to park their 
coaches in Washington and ish mat- 
tresses upon which the occupants may sleep 
en route and while the cars are in Washing- 
ton without extra charge. 

“Therefore this is to give notice: 

“First, that the rates for one fare for 
the round trip can only be used for bona 
fide military companies of not less than 
twenty-five (25) members duly enlisted in 
sta itia traveling together in the man- 
ner and under the conditions prescribed by 
our circular No. 1,001, and said rates of 
one fare for the round-trip must not be used 
for any other body,organization or association 
whatever, nor for military other than as 
described in our circular No. 1,001 traveling 
in the manner and under the conditions 
prescribed. by said circular; the, rate for all 
other bodies, organizations or associations, 
for military other than as described in our 
circular No. 1,001 and for military travel- 
ing in other manner or under other condi- 
tions than as prescribed by said circular 
being one and one-third lowest first-class 
limited fares for the round trip. 

“Second. Mattresses, bedding, meals, 
sleeping or other unusual accommodations 
furnished individuals, special parties, organi- 
zations, associations of military enroute or

ing or other cars in Washington without 
the stipulated charge for such accommoda- 
tions would be in violation of articles XVIII 
and XXIII of the agreement and make the 
ticket seller or company offending amenable 
to the penalties provided in said articles, 
in the case of tickets sold upon which 
any concession is made in conditions of trans- 
portation or any deduction allowed by what- 
ever person subterfuge or evasion.” 


PAY OF ENGLISH TELEGRAPHERS. 


American Railroads Give Better Salaries 
Than Foreign Compauies. 


According to the feport of the United 
States consul at Liverpool English govern- 
ment telegraph operators receive from 
$2.92 per week, for beginners, to $13.62 per 
week for service in the largest towns. 
Women start with $2.43 and get as a max- 
imum $8.51 per week. A day’s work is 
eight hours and overtime is paid for at the 
rate of one and a quarter rate of ordinary 
pay, and for each hour of overtime one 
and a quarter hours is allowed. The Lon- 
don and Northwestern — * ays its 
operators from 5145.99 to 8389.32 Per year 
for ten to twelve hours work 2 day and 
makes an extra allowance of $12.65 per 
year in lieu of overtime, no matter how 
much overtime there is. The Midland rail- 
way pays from $97.33 per annum to 5389. 
for eight hours work. The Great Western 
railway pays for ten hours work per day 
from 59 33 to 7 er year; and to 
adults from $340.65 to 5729.07 per year, 
no extra pay being allowed for work on 
Sundays and holidays. The American op- 
erator beats the average English  tele- 
grapher in salary.

ment, and now, Professor Foxwell says, 
it is supported by the great bulk of Brit- 
ish business men having dealings with 
silver countries, by the trades union lead- 
er, by the majority of economists, 
and by not a few of the leading bankers 
and highest financial authorities of Great 
Britain. 

The movemen* is proceeding in an or- 
derly way. After a three days’ debate at 
the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, 
the meeting declared in favor of interna- 
tional bimetallism by the largest vote ever 
cast in the chamber. Other chambers 
have taken action, notably the chamber 
of Edinburgh and Leith, which resolved 
unanimously in behalf of mternational 
bimetallism, and the East India and China 
Section of the London chamber. The 
leaders of the working classes have also 
joined in the movement. The Bimetallic 
League, which has twice sent deputations 
to the Salisbury government, numbers 
among its vice presidents about one hun- 
dred members of the house of commons, 
and its membership is increasing every 
day as the pressure of facts serve to make 
the meaning and necessity of its policy 

Lore clear. 

In the course of his article Professor 
Foxwell makes some remarks in regard to 
the attitude of a small group of London 
editors which fit admirably the attitude 
of the little groups in New York and 
Boston. He says: 

In short, the opposition to the bimetallic 
proposals in this country, so far as it is really 
active, is confined to a very small area. It 1s 
common to say that the city is dead against 
any scheme for remonetizing silver. But the 
runcorous and unintelligent hostility which 
claims to represent city opinion appears really 
to represent only the views of a small group 
of city editors. Their opinion is of great 
weight with the general public, to whom it 
comes with all the authority of the great 
journals to which they contribute; and it is 
the more effective, because, with a few rare 
exceptions, these journals are closed tc 
answers from writers on the other side, even 
when these writers occupy the highest posi 
tions in the world of politics and finance. But 
the real opinion of the city of London bas nc 
authorized organ of expression. So far as it 
can be gathered from public meetings, and 
from responsible statements by men of high 
ofticial or business standing, the expert opinion 
of the city seems to be at least much divided 
upon the question, and always inclined to treat 
it with a gravity and good sense for which we 
look in vain in the city articles of the leading 
papers. It is well known that some of the 
most experienced directors of the Bank of 
England are avowed bimetallists, and that the 
difficult and critical character of the present 
monetary situation is thoroughly recognized 
in the bank parior. Reference has already 
been made to the views of the India and 
China section of the Chamber of Commerce. 
There is ah active branch of the Bimetallic 
League in the city, under whose auipices a 
bimetallic resolution was carried in a fall 
meeting at the Mansion house, with a mere 
handful of dissentients. It is still more note- 
worthy that the president of the Institute of 
Bankers, in his recent inaugural address, 
spoke very strongly upon the necessity of the 


ment and settlement. e Britis 
acknowledged in some parts a gold standard, 
and in other a silver standard, and it appeared 
to be almost a truism to say that these two 
standards, if they were both to be preserved, 
should be brought into harmony. The ex- 
isting system, or rather want of systeſnu, was 
inconvenient and injurious to the merchant, 
to the private individual, and indeed to every 
class of the community, since the conflict of 
the standards tended to introduce risk and 
uncertainty that could not be estimated and 
calculated into the ordinary transactions of 
commercial and financial life, beyond the 
chances that were inherent to them in the 
ordinary course of business.’’ This measured 
and responsible language contrasts signifi- 
cantly with the wild, aimless abuse of bime- 
tallists which forms the staple of the anony- 
mous articles in such papers as The Daily 
News and The Statist. 

This is an apt description of the mono- 
metallic group in this country. It is in- 
Significant when compared to the over- 
whefing public sentiment in favor of bi- 
metallism, but it has succeeded in sub- 
sidizing newspapers, in bulldozing con- 
gressmen and in overawing country bank- 
ers, and it has continued in this way, 
and by pretending to be in favor of bi- 
metallism at some future period, to ex- 
ercise an influence altogether out of pro- 
portion to its numbers. 


Home Rule for Ireland. 

Mr. Gladstone is doing his best to re- 
deem his promise of Ireland for the 
Irish.“ 

The premier's new home rule bill con- 
tains some very satisfactory provisions. 
A parliament, somewhat restricted for 
the first five years, will sit in Dublin. 
At the end of five years it will have its 
powers enlarged, but it will not be al- 
lowed to pass laws relating to the crown, 
war aud army matters, public defense, 
relations with foreign states or other 
parts of the empire, dignities or titles of 
honor, treason or naturalization, trade, 
navigation or quarantine, postal and 
coinaze matters, weights, measures, tar- 
iff, copyrights, patent rights, internal 
excise, religion, the right of children to 
receive religious instruction, the rights of 
existing corporations and the home rule 
act itself. The Dublin parliament will 
not be permitted to impose any tax, duty 
or impost unless. recommended by the 
imperial government. All bills will be 
subject to the veto of the crown. Con- 
stitutional questions must be decided by 
the judicial committee of the privy coun- 
cil. For the first five years no action can 
be taken in regard to land, the judiciary, 
the royal constabulary or the, police. 

The parliament will be divided into up- 
per and lower houses, 103 in the former, 
of whom for thirty-eight years twenty- 
eight must be representative Irish peers. 
The others are to be elected for terms of 
ten years, one-half retiring every fifth 
year. The upper house will not be sub- 
ject to dissolution. At the end of thirty- 
eight years elected members will replace 
the peers. The voting qualification is 
the possession of property yielding an in- 
come of at least $125 a year. A person 
voted for must be worth $20,006 or have 
an income of $1,000. The lower house 
will have 204 members elected for five 
years. With the upper house it will as- 
semble only at the call of the queen and 
will be dissolved at her pleasure. When 
the two houses disagree, if a joint com- 
mittee cannot agree the measure in dis-

But it is to be hoped 
that the English voters in their final de- 
cision will stand by it.

If we annex Ha- 
wali, and, of course, we will if the people of 
the islands do not spoil the case, the mean- 
ing of the transaction will go abroad and 
cause thoughtfulness in every political capi- 
tal. The precedent of the Louisiana purchase 
and the annexation of Texas, New Mexico, 
Arizona and California will be extended be- 
yond the seas. Hawali today, Hayti tomor- 
row, Cuba presently, Newfoundland (which 
Mr. Blaine almost bagged), and then all the 
British possessions in North America. It 
would be a good plan to send a fleet to Hon- 
olulu now.

‘A MOTION WILL BE MADE TODAY 


Asking for a New Trial for Him—Extra- 
ordinary Grounds the Basis ior 
the Motion. 


Today or tomorrow Colonel L. P. 
Barnes, attorney for Jeff Rockmore, the 
negro condemned to death on the 20th of 
the present month, will make an extraordin- 
ary motion for a new trial for his client. 
The motion will be filed with Judge Rich- 
ard Clark, and Mr. Barnes feels confident 
of securing a favorable consideration of his 
motion. ; ; 

Since Rockmore was respited on the 19th 
of the past month, Mr. Barnes, and Messrs. 
Ripley and Stewart, have been busy in se- 
curing evidence in the case and report that 
they have suflicient to cause the acquittal 
of the condemned man. The motion for 
u new trial will be based on the fact that 
new evidence has been discovered, which 
changes the entire pnase of the case. 

Just such a suggstion of what this new 
evidence was, was regarded as sutticient 
reason for a respite, and as it has been 
greatly strengthened by later discoveries, 
the hope for a new trial is by no means 
groundless. 

HNockmore has secured the services of 
of Mr. Barnes in addition to the legal help 
given him by the state in appointing Messrs. 
Ripley & Stewart to defend him. He has 
unbounded confidence in Mr. Barnes’s abil- 
ity to help him, and receives almost daily 
visits from him. 

Yesterday Rockmore asked to see a Con- 
stitution reporter, and when one called at 
his cell, he stammered and tried to talk, 
but could say nothing. He is extremely 
ignorant, and has no realization of the 
things necessary to save his life. He 
knows he is condemned to death, and he 
shrinks from it with great fear, but the 
points necessary to prove his innocence 
are intirely beyond his feeble comprehension. 
He follows blindly whatever counsel is 
given him. 

Jes say dat I'se obliged to all dem wots 
helped me,” he stammered yesterday, an' 
1 hopes dat de judge will give me a new 
trial. It is not because he does not feel 
what grave issues are at stake that Rock- 
more expresses himself so briefly, but be- 
cause he has not the words in his limited 
vocabulary to put his thoughts and feelings 
into words. 

From the statements of Mr. Barnes it 
appears that the condemned negro has am- 
— grounds for a new hearing, and if what 

e claims can be proven is shown to the 
court, Rockmore’s neck will be saved from 
the gallows now waiting for it. Only twen- 
ty more days are left, and the motion will 
be pushed through with dispatch. 


HEFLIN 18 HAPPY. 


He Will Not Be Tried Before a Jury of His 
Countrymen. 

W. R. Heflin, who was indicted for 
perjury on account of the result of the cele- 
brated Eddleman trial, is now at liberty 
for all time, so far as the particular charge 
against him is concerned. 

His case was dismissed yesterday evening 
on account of default on the part of the 


state. 

Mr. Frank Arnold yesterday evening as 
soon as the jury was dismissed for the 
term appeared before Judge Richard H.

The reason for the motion was that he 
had demanded a trial at the proper time 
and place in accordance with the law in 
such cases required, and now that the court 
was ready to adjourn and there was no 
jury present to try the case, it was only 
right and Ry dg that the case against his 
client sho be dismissed. 

There is no discretion left to the court 
as he had already dismissed the jury and 
wound up the docket for the fall term. He 


therefore granted the motion, which sub- 


stantially amounted to an acquittal. 

Thus the heavy cloud that had been hang- 
ing over the defendant Yor nearly five years 
has at length been dispelled is a most un- 
expected manner. 

t will be remembered that he was lib- 
erated from jail several months ago on 
giving bond in a very large sum of money 
to answer the charges made against him at 
the proper time.

The Many Troubles of Rance Miller, a Ne- 
| groiMan—A Collision Results in 
a Damage Suit. 


Judge Gaston committed Ben Osborn, the 
young man who is charged with a viola- 
tion of the postal laws, to the Fulton county 
jail yesterday morning in default of a bond 
of $1,000. 

Osborn is the same young fellow who at- 
tempted to commit suicide a couple of years 
ago. At that time he was attending the 
Boys’ High school and was considered a 
very. bright boy, although he was rather 
morose or indifferent and made no attempts 
to join the other boys, his schoolmates, in 
their games. He seemed to be possessed 
of a desire to become a rich man, but ap- 
peared to be unable to think of any way by 
which that end might be reached. His pa- 
rents, though comfortably situated, are not 
rich, and this, too, seemed to affect young 
Osborn. Finally, ir a fit of despair, or an 
attack of wuyspepsia, he tried to commit 
suicide by poisoning himself. 

He was missed from home and a search 
was instituted. He was found in the vesti- 
bule of the Church of Christ, a very sick 
and thoroughly disgusted boy. The physi- 
cians succeeded in saving the miserable 
boy’s life, 4nd when he was questioned as 
to the motive of his attempted self-destruc- 
tion, his answer was: “I was bilious.“ 

After his sudden acquirement of noto- 
riety, the would-be suicide subsided, not to 
be heard from again until last week, when 
he was arres-« at the school he attended 
by Postoftice Inspector Baird, upon the 
very serious charge of sending obscene let- 
ters through the wails. 

The Two Hearings. 


The evidence introduced by the witnesses 
for the United States show pretty conclu- 
sively that Usborn is the guilty party and 
unless the unexpected happens he will be 
convicted. 

The continuation of the case was taken 
up yesterday morning at 10 o'clock by 
Judge Gaston, United States commissioner. 
The attorney for Osborn, Mr. C. d. Winn, 
waived further exywination and asked that 
the amount of the bond be named and the 
case made reiurnable to the March term 
of the United States court. 

Osborn’s father was present, as were a 
number of his past schoolmates. As soon 
as Judge Gaston aunounced the amount 
of the bond tnat would be required, Os- 
born’s fathar said that he was unable to 
give it at present and the young man was 
remanded <o jail. Osborn/s schoolmates 
crowded around him e nd he laughed and 
chatted with thema n an easy manner. 
“You didn’t come bak to your examination 
as soon as we expected,” said one of them. 
“How could 1?“ responded Osborn, laugh- 
— a motioning tewards the deputy mar- 
shal. 

Osborn is in Fulton county jail, where he 
will remain until he is released on bond or 
his case dispused of. 

Rance Miller’s Troubles. 


Rance Miller is a negro man who thinks 
that he is receiving more than his allotted 
share of human trials and tribulations, 
especially trials. Last week Rance was 
sent to the stockade by the recorder and 
there he has been until yesterday. While 
Rance has been in the stockade his wife 
went to work and raised enough money to 
secure her husbend’s release. All this 
time there nad been a warrant at Judge 
Landrum’s court in the hands of a bailiff 
who has been wailing to nab Rance. The 
warrant was sworn out by G. B. Smith 
and charged the negro with larceny. As 
soon as Bailiff Payne heard that Miller 
was to be released from the stockade he 
went out and stationed himself to imme- 
diately re-arrest him. This was done, 
much to Rance’s displeasure and disgust. 
When brought before Judge Landrum 
Rance was well scared up, but was released 
once more, Smith withdrawing the warrant. 

Busted His Bicycle. 


A collision vetween a bicyclist and a hack- 
man resulted in a suit for damages in 
‘Judge Landrum’s court. Rufus Cooper 
was riding nis bicycle on Decatur street 
when in some manner, evidently unforeseen 
by all the parties concerned, Henry Wil- 
son drove his hack into the way. The result 
was instantaneous and startling, to say the 
least, and the cost of repairing the bicycle 
was $25. it is for this sum that Cooper is

It argues a very sad 
and distressing state of affairs, and I am ut- 
terly at a loss to account for it. The hope 
of this country is its young 
men, and if they go astray what is.to become 
of the community and the commonwealth?

Mr. Smith stated that it 
was not the wish of the majority bondhold- 
ers to displace Mr. Glover, who had been 
appointed receiver some time ago upon the 
application of the Central Trust Company, 
of New York, nor was it the desire of the 
mentioned bondholders to have the present 

receiver share his remuneration with the gen- 

tleman to be selected by them. The bond- 
holders represented by Mr. Smith would 
prefer, and ask that Mr. Elias Summer- 
field be appointed iuto a position in the 
management of the Marietta and North 
Georgia where he would attend. more to the 
negotiations and construction rather than 
to the actual running of the road. Mr. 
Smith desired to be understood as not at- 
tacking the receivership of Mr. Glover, but 
that the majority bondholders desired that 
A co-receiver, one whom they knew well, be 
appointed to share with Mr. Glover the du- 
ties of receiver. 

Receiver Glover was present and was 
represented by Hon. Steve Clay, who 
thought that some arrangement could be 
made by the attorneys; and by a suggestion 
of Judge Newman, will hold a consulta-

Mr. C. K. Joeline, of New York, and 
Judge Tompkins represented the Central

Mr. Morse 
filed an intervention as the holder of five 
first mortgage and one second mortgage 
bonds, petitioning that he be made a party 
to the main cause.
